Memorial message 

This Memorial Health System mess 
demonstrates that city officials do not 
fully appreciate the positive financial 
impact of PERA and its members on 
our local economy. The vast majority 
of money earned by Colorado Springs 
PERA members and the vast majority 
of the pension distributions paid to local 
PERA retirees stay here. For decades 
active PERA members have patronized 
local businesses, paid their utility bills, 
been treated at Memorial, and pur- 
chased homes from local builders and 
developers or paid rent to local land- 
lords. They have paid their share of city, 
county, school and other taxes and fees. 

Additionally, each month PERA sends 
more than $29 million in pension dis- 
tribution checks to retirees here. That 
pension revenue stream alone is much 
larger than the total employer contribu- 
tions to PERA from local employers 
each month. Including the multiplier 
from the money spent by PERA retirees, 
the pension distributions provide nearly a 
half-billion-dollar economic boost to our 
local economy each year. And, they have 
created 2,200 local jobs with an annual 
payroll of about $85 million. 

There is no doubt these reliable rev- 
enues have been especially important 
during the past few years when the local 
economy was suffering. And they were 
paid every month despite PERA facing 
financial challenges of its own during 
the same time period. City officials 
should be acting to help preserve these 
positive economic impacts. Memorial's 
pension liabilities should be paid from 
revenues generated by the sale of Memo- 
rial, not by taxpayers and ratepayers.

Currently the unions of working 
men and women in this country are 
under attack. Anti-union legislation 
has been passed or proposed at both 
federal and state levels. A highly 
respected voice from the past speaks 
with relevance to what is happening. 

On Sept. 17, 1952, Republican presi- 
dential candidate Dwight D. Eisenhower 
told the American Federation of Labor: 
"I have no use for those — regardless of 
their political party — who hold some 
foolish dream of spinning the clock back 
to the days when unorganized labor was 
a huddled, almost helpless mass. ... Only 



a handful of unreconstructed reactionar- 
ies harbor the ugly thought of breaking 
unions. Only a fool would deprive work- 
ing men and women of the right to join 
the union of their choice" (source: The 
Eisenhower Library, Abilene, Kan.). 

On Dec. 5, 1955, President Eisen- 
hower addressed the AFL/CIO. His 
opening line was, "You of organized 
labor and those who have gone before 
you in the union movement have 
helped to make a unique contribution 
to the general welfare of the Republic 
— the development of the American 
philosophy of labor." In the body of 
this address he discussed the history 
and principles of this philosophy, and 
three times he included collective bar- 
gaining as part of the negotiating pro- 
cess, making no exceptions regarding 
the right to collective bargaining. 

Unlike leaders and members of his 
party today, President Eisenhower was 
not anti-union. He endorsed union 
membership for American workers, 
and he valued the role and contribution 
of organized labor in our society.

When you research 
the people on this committee you will 
find that it's made up of local busi- 
nesspeople with strong financial, util- 
ity and leadership backgrounds. Their 
knowledge of Utilities has been built 
over years. Couldn't a group much like 
it give Utilities guidance, direction and 
accountability? 

People may agree or disagree, but 
they all need to do their research. Find 
out how many times Council has made 
decisions that financially affect Utili- 
ties to better the city's position, and 
ask if these were the best decisions or 
political decisions.

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It's not always fun being Steve Schuck. 
Schuck, the grand old man of the Colorado Springs business commu- 
nity, has long been impatient with plodding public bureaucracies, and the 
career civil servants who staff them. He's often endured the maddeningly 
slow processes that go with land development, especially infill projects. 

Thinking of building on a 10-acre vacant lot in the middle of town? Pre- 
pare for project planning, plan submission, neighborhood meetings, plan 
modifications, plan re-submission, neighborhood objections, plan re -re- 
submission, more neighborhood objections, planning commission approval/ 
rejection, appeals to City Council, and the final indignity of plan rejection 
or revisions so extensive that the project has to be abandoned. 

Such processes, Schuck believes, benefit only the bureaucrats who pre- 
side over them. He also believes that the bureaucratic mindset governs 
much of the city's activities, as well as the operation of its enterprises. 

Is Colorado Springs Utilities an effective, low-cost electricity provider, 
or is it an example of municipal social- 
ism run amok? What about the future? 
Can small, stand-alone electric utilities 
survive in a time when investor-owned 
utilities are rapidly consolidating, and 
realizing significant economies of scale? 
Should CSU's management react as any 
private company would, and investigate 
the benefits/drawbacks of a sale? 
So Schuck, hoping to jump-start yet another sluggish bureaucratic process, 
invited 20-some movers and shakers to hear the views of a couple of Denver 
players on the subject ("Schuck makes a 'power' move," IndyBlog, Sept. 4). 

There's nothing unusual about that — but Schuck disregarded "best 
power player practices." 

• You don't send invitations by e-mail, unless it's open to media and the 
public. Instead, you call the invitees, or have your executive assistant call 
their executive assistants. 

• You don't meet in a public venue, such as the library. You have it at 
your home, or in your vast paneled conference room. If you have to use a 
semi-public room, book space at The Broadmoor or the Mining Exchange. 

• You keep invitees a closely guarded secret. If the list leaks, invitees are 
embarrassed and non-invitees are angry. Nothing worse than being left off 
a power elite invitation list if you believe yourself to be part of that elite. 

But let's ignore the process, and look at the substance. 

Schuck believes that we ought to shop our electric-generation business 
around, and see what kind of deal we might be able to make. He fears, as do 
a surprising number of local businesspeople, that time is not on our side. 

In the best of worlds, they argue, selling electric generation and dis- 
tribution might bring in enough money to pay off CSU's debt and fund a 
billion-dollar capital investment fund. Moreover, the buyers would likely 
agree to shut down and demolish the unsightly downtown Drake plant. 

What about rate increases? Well, maybe we could make a deal that 
would lock in current rates for years to come. 

Sound too good to be true? It probably is. If electric generation is sold, rate- 
making authority would transfer from Council to the cold-eyed pros on the 
Colorado Public Utilities Commission. By law, utility rates must allow owners 
a reasonable return on their investment, and investor-owned utilities are subject 
to more stringent regulation than municipally owned entities. We might defer 
rate increases for a while, but then take a big hit when the agreement expires. 

When serving as Utilities Board, City Council has been slavishly devot- 
ed to keeping rates low, even if it's meant sticking with overhead power 
lines, coal-fired generation, and an aging downtown power plant. Private 
managers would base decisions on system-wide considerations, and Colo- 
rado Springs would be just one small component of such a system. 

And when we say "efficiencies of scale," what are we talking about? When 
a locally owned, locally managed company is acquired by a major corporation, 
a lot of people get fired. Subsequently, out-of-town managers seek to maximize 
margins, and contribute as much as possible to the corporation's bottom line. 

That doesn't mean that Schuck is wrong. To the contrary, he's doing 
what Council and CSU should have done years ago — trying to find out 
what a depreciating city asset might bring in the marketplace. 

For that, he deserves our thanks. And next time, Steve, put me on the list!

Mitt's muffin-top-gate 



Some supporters of Mitt Romney, in an effort to make him seem more human 
(or at least humanoid), have been disseminating a story, first told by a biog- 
rapher, about how their candidate has a charmingly eccentric habit: He eats only 
the tops of muffins. His theory is that during the baking process, the butter sinks 
to the bottom. This story conveys so many things: Our guy is an everyday Joe — 
he eats muffins, not crumpets. And look, even his breakfast is an opportunity to 
make disciplined decisions — just think how he'll do with the budget. 

The Romney campaign clearly hasn't thought about how this anecdote will play 
to a crucial voting bloc: Asian immigrants. 

My parents came here from Korea after the Korean War. My father arrived 
on a cargo ship with $200 in his pocket. From those humble beginnings, he 
established a flourishing medical practice, one that sent four children to col- 
lege and let him achieve one of the highest marks of Korean immigrant dis- 
tinction: the purchasing of a Burberry scarf. 

Like many Korean immigrants of 

his generation (and many immigrants 
in general), he was drawn to the 
Republican Party. For one thing, the 
platform is easy to understand: Taxes 
are bad. Republicans also seem more 
patriotic. They want to ban burning 
the American flag, while the Demo- 
crats engage in confusing, peevish 
debates about whether flag-burning is 
free speech. 

^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ For more than 40 years, my parents 

maintained their unshakable loyalty, 
even while living in Minnesota, the only state with the distinction of voting for a 
Democrat in every presidential election after 1972, and despite the Republicans' 
rising anti-immigration fervor — which was aimed, I pointed out, right at them. 
After all, they were, for a time in the 1960s, undocumented aliens, and it was our 
Democratic members of Congress who stayed their deportation. 

But I knew better than to argue with my parents. My father passed on a few 
years ago, but the recent Republican convention seemed custom-made for him: 
Romney's chiseled, MacArthuresque look, his Harvard creds and blond wife, a 
Burberry love of all things Anglo-Saxon and, possibly most appealing, the easy- 
to-understand if not-quite-truthful theme of "We built it." 

That, of course, is the immigrant story in a nutshell. 

So why did Mitt Romney have to go ruin it with the muffin tops? 

My father's story, like many immigrants', is one of hardship. He survived famine 
conditions during the Korean War and never let that experience stray too far from his 
consciousness. Our cabinets were comically, cornucopically stuffed: every bag of free 
peanuts from the airlines, the logos changing with the mergers (Northwest Orient, 
Republic Airlines, Northwest Airlines, Delta), those doll-size paper tubes of salt and 
pepper that came free with my father's lunch in the physicians' dining room, saltines 
and oyster crackers and pharma-company-sponsored bags of potato chips. 

During the Korean War, when everyone was hungry, he told me, Koreans 
would take garbage and boil it to make a kind of stew. Of course that seems dis-

gusting, he said. But 
it was better than 
going hungry. Despite 
being a physician, 
he happily ate foods 
tipping into rancidity. 
He drank sour milk. 
He reheated cof- 
fee. He once bought 
some Sheba Tender 
Terrine with Turkey 
and Chicken dinners, 
impressed by their 
cheapness, and would 
not be dissuaded 
from finishing his 
supply when we 
informed him with 
horror that it was cat 
food. 

Once, during a vacation, we forgot to refrigerate the doggie bag from dinner, 
and it sat in the warm hotel room overnight. Someone's move to place the funky 
bag in the garbage the next morning set off my father's immigrant mentality 
inner-motion detector. He wouldn't listen to our pleading — we were sure he'd be 
dead of ptomaine poisoning by noon — as he ingested the entire contents of the 
carton. Annoyed, he chided us kids for our snobbish tastes, called us wasteful. 

I can only imagine what he would have had to say about a presidential candi- 
date so heedless he eats only the top off a muffin. No matter how loyal a Repub- 
lican, my father would likely have declared Romney a very silly, profligate man 
— not the kind of man to be trusted with his precious tax money. Perhaps his 
vote would have gone to a Democrat for the first time ever. Politico has declared 
the Asian-American vote "key for both parties." Will muffin-top -gate cause other 
immigrant parents to join their Democratic-leaning children? 

On the other hand, there is one part of Mitt Romney's story that would 
appeal to my father (besides the fact that both chose their names: Mitt using his 
middle name instead of Willard, my father deciding William had a nicer ring 
than Chae-sik). 

My father always found the American culture of pets — with special food (not 
to mention a special doctor) just for the dog — preposterous. Our childhood long- 
ing for a pet bedeviled him. It's possible he might have been one with the logic of 
Romney's executive decision to strap the family dog, in a crate, to the roof of the 
car, thereby keeping the luggage clean and safe inside. In the pet department at 
least, my father would have thought the man had his priorities straight. 

Perhaps he would have forgiven him the muffin tops, after all.

Ideology rules, Capitol leaks 

Congress' boneheaded right-wing leaders keep insisting that our growing 
national needs must be sacrificed to their god of budgetary-whacking 
wackiness.

Music history returns to life 



Warren Knight came walking down the aisle, almost like he was 
floating, looking for all the world like somebody had just given him 
a million dollars. He'd been on his feet for hours, despite having gone 
through a knee replacement earlier this year. But that didn't matter. 

It was well past midnight, turning Saturday night into Sunday morning, 
and most of the full-house crowd of 1,000 or so music aficionados had left 
the Boulder Theater after an evening they would never forget. 

Neither would Knight and the rest of Flash Cadillac, the legendary rock 
band from the Colorado Springs area, who simply didn't want the long 
night to end after being inducted into the Colorado Music Hall of Fame. 

Knight, the only original member who has remained with the group 
since 1969, had a lot of friends and family waiting to share in some final 
emotional hugs. For all of them, this occasion had been practically a reli- 
gious experience, as the program took everyone on a five-hour journey 
through the early history of rock music in Colorado. 

"This whole thing was just unbelievable, every bit of it," Knight said, 

shaking his head in wonder. 

Flash Cadillac was part of that, but certainly 
not the only part. 

The night began with a nostalgic tribute to 
KIMN-AM, the iconic Denver radio station that 
dominated the Mile High City market like no 
other, especially in the 1960s but even thereaf- 
ter. KIMN's deejays were huge celebrities, and 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ m the station's prominence was unparalleled with 

as much as a 50 share in the Denver radio rat- 
ings. (These days, it doesn't take a 10 share to be No. 1 there.) The music 
lives on today with Cruisin' Oldies 950, actually on the same frequency 
KIMN owned for more than a quarter-century. 

Then came the Astronauts, a Boulder-based band who ruled in the early 
1960s. Their clean-cut image, harmonies and showmanship magnetized 
crowds in Boulder and Denver, leading to the group going to California 
and being marketed as surfers to compete against the Beach Boys. But the 
Astronauts' biggest following outside of Colorado was in Japan, where they 
were so highly regarded that they twice went there for extensive tours. They 
broke up in the mid-1960s and two members later died, but singer/guitarist 
Jon "Stormy" Patterson and drummer Jim Gallagher made the induc- 
tion and played a handful of songs, including their instrumental hit "Baja," 
joined by several members of Big Head Todd and the Monsters. 

Up next was Sugarloaf, known as Chocolate Hair until recording its first 
album and learning that the original name might have racial overtones. The 
band, a collection of standouts from other Denver groups, felt that album 
needed one more song, which turned out to be "Green-Eyed Lady," one of 
the biggest national hits of 1970. Five years later, Sugarloaf added another 
Top 10 single, "Don't Call Us, We'll Call You," before going separate ways. 
So it was highly unusual that all seven of the group's stalwarts came to the 
induction, and most of them (with help from some friends) pounded out 
those two most famously successful songs once again. 

Flash Cadillac came last, but not as the headliner. It was more about the 
2012 version being able to provide a full show of its own instead of a few 
songs. First, original members Harold Fielden (percussion) and Mick Man- 
resa (singer) took the stage with Knight and current bandmates Pete Santilli 
(keyboards) and Rocky Mitchell (guitar), playing classics from the band's 
formative years in Boulder. That's when they were widely known, as former 
Gov. Dick Lamm said in the induction speech, "for being lewd and crude." 

But the final set, especially for those who have followed Flash Cadillac 
for years (and its hugely popular local sideshow rendition, Sammy and the 
Sarcastics), was pure heaven. Today's group, also including saxophonist 
Dwight Bement, drummer Dave "Thumper" Henry and singer Timothy 
P. Irvin, played much of Flash's own original (and top-notch) material from 
the 1970s, paying special tributes to longtime frontman Sam McFadin 
along with Kris Moe and Linn Phillips III, all deceased. 

Like the old days, they could have kept going into the wee hours, and the 
diehards would have never left. But it had to end, leaving everyone with just 
one hope: Surely, soon we might see a video to preserve the night forever. 

Only a thousand lucky folks got to see it in person. And we definitely 
wouldn't mind sharing the memory while reliving every bit of it again.

Greening the ballot 

Local candidates for county and federal office see no hope in the main political parties

Local Green Party activists ask: 
When it is clear to you that the 
president has moved too far to the right 
on critical policy concerns, and the 
local Democratic Party has failed to 
give you candidates to support, what 
do you do? 

When you feel the two-party system 
that dominates the American political 
realm has been thoroughly co-opted by 
corporate interests, what can you do? 




running for county commissioner 
seats, while Misha Luzov is seeking to 
oust U.S. Rep. Doug Lamborn. 

Each of the Greens is a first-time 
candidate. At 30, Harris is the oldest of 
the candidates; Lemus and Luzov are 
both in their mid-20s. 

"I had never imagined running for 
office," says Lemus, who faces incum- 
bent Commissioner Amy Lathen in 
District 2. "I thought that we needed to 

do something locally. 
I would really like 
to see our values 
infused into policies 
locally."

For one thing, says Bob Kinsey, a 
retired high school history teacher and 
the Green Party candidate for U.S. 
Senate in 2010, you can register Green. 

"People need to realize that that's 
one way to voice their opinion that 
they don't think the major parties are 
moving in the right direction," he says, 
"and that the Green Party has some 
answers." 

This November, voters in El Paso 
County will have an opportunity to 
support three Green Party candidates. 
Karyna Lemus and Brad Harris are

national platform, 
which includes sup- 
port for "participa- 
tory democracy," 
equality regardless 
of gender, race or 
sexual orientation, 
and placing restric- 
tions on the power of 
corporations. 

And, of course, 
environmental con- 
cerns are a top priority. 

"The climate change issue, in par- 
ticular, isn't being taken nearly as 
seriously as the scientific research 
warrants," says Luzov, who notes 
Lamborn's deep financial support from 
companies that profit from weak envi- 
ronmental regulations. 

"When you look at the list of his 
donors, it's pretty much all oil and 
gas," Luzov says. "He voted against 
acknowledging the existence of climate 
change, let alone doing anything about 
it. He touts his record as someone who 
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is serious about national defense, and 
yet if you look at a report published 
by the Department of Defense, they 
acknowledge the very serious and 
urgent threat of climate change to our 
national security." 

Luzov worries that the window of 
opportunity for changing America's 
energy paradigm is quickly closing. 

"A lot of climate scientists say that it 
is really a matter of two to four years 
to do something about it," he says. 
"Our emissions are going through the 
roof; they are not abating." 

Democrats have been little help, 
having allowed the Clean Water and 
Clean Air acts to be "eviscerated," says 
Kinsey. "They don't fight back." 

Worse, says Luzov, the Democrats 
appear to be complicit: "As far as glob- 
al warming, [President] Obama has 
been, in the words of climate change 
deniers, their best friend. His policies 
have helped them." 

Harris, running in District 4 against 
Republican incumbent Dennis Hisey, 
would like to see every county building 
outfitted with solar-power systems. 

The local Greens' goal, Lemus 
adds, is to "institutionalize renew- 
able energy requirements on all new 
construction." And then there's the 
potential use of hydraulic fracturing 
to capture natural gas. 

"That's a pretty serious issue in my 
district," says Lemus. "There is a lot of 
evidence that hydraulic fracturing has 
a negative impact on water, air, even 
seismic activity." 

And the promise that "f racking" will 
offer local job growth, she argues, is a 
figment of others' imaginations. 

They are working with a community 
group that has crafted a Community 
Bill of Rights, which they hope to 
place on the ballot next year. The goal: 
get fracking banned. 



"We need local politicians who are 
able to confront these realities," says 
Lemus, "and will craft policies that 
will move us in a different direction 
than where we are headed." 

More liberal than ... 

Local Democrats, says Green activist 
Jay Taylor, have left few options open. 

"How do you engage with the 
Democrats, when the Democrats have 
given up?" he asks. "You can't support 
the Democratic candidate for Congress 
this year because there's none running. 
So who do the liberals vote for?" 

Nationally, Democrats have moved 
too far to the right, Taylor says. 
"Obama supporters have amnesia; they 
forget that in 2008, he ran hard to the 
left [of Hillary Clinton]. That's how he 
got the Democratic nomination." 

After the primary, Taylor says, 
Obama slid back to the center and 
has operated from there since. Green 
candidates list areas where Obama has 
disappointed: foreign policy, extra- 
judicial killings, drone attacks, envi- 
ronment, cracking down on medical 
marijuana centers, and civil rights. 

"Yet we get the lesser-of-two-evils 
argument, right?" Kinsey asks. "We've 
got to break this two-party thing. We've 
got to break it one way or another." 

"Just registering Green is an expres- 
sion of dissent," Lemus adds. 

"That's important," Kinsey agrees. 
"We need to work on registration." 

Currently, there are about 750 regis- 
tered Green voters in El Paso County, 
says Kinsey, with as many as 50 
people who turn out for events. If you'd 
like to meet the candidates, they will 
be hosting a potluck dinner at 5 p.m.

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Just dropping in 

Locals make do with subcontracting gigs on Carson

Nearly $100 million in contracts 
has been awarded to accom- 
modate Fort Carson's soon- to- arrive 
Combat Aviation Brigade for the 
4th Infantry Division. Only one, 
for $3.2 million, has gone to a local 
company, Hartland/Mass Joint Ven- 
ture LLC. 

You'd think that would have local 
construction professionals fuming. 
But apparently, not so much. 

"If I want something like [build- 
ing] a hangar in my backyard, I 
need to improve my game," says 
Jim Johnson, owner of GE Johnson 
of Colorado Springs. "To some 
degree, that's the nature of my 
industry. There are guys who work 
coast-to-coast, and they've done 
three barracks jobs and they have 
a proven cost-effective model, and 
it's pretty hard for me to chase one 
[barracks contract] and have all the 
right answers."

Though his firm hasn't worked 
at Fort Carson since the mid-1970s, 
Johnson says it gets government con- 
tracts: "Eighty percent of my work, 
I'm the guy from out of town." 

Such is life in the big-time con- 
struction business. And for men 
and women on the ground, says 
Kenneth Knapp, executive director 
of Colorado Springs' Procurement 
Technical Assistance Center, there's 
reassurance that work will come 
with a project as big as Fort Car- 
son's CAB: $750 million in military 
construction money for a 2,700-sol- 
dier, 113 -helicopter unit. 



"Every $50,000 [in contract cost] 
will create or retain one job," Knapp 
says. "Even a company that's head- 
quartered in Michigan will hire 
local subcontractors to do the job. If 
you don't measure that ripple-down 
effect, you're being short-sighted." 

In fact, Knapp ensures that 
ripple-down effect takes effect. In 
the above scenario, the PTAC might 
help put that Michigan company 
in touch with local subcontractors. 
Johnson says the PTAC, which his 
company supports via donation, has 
helped him do that. 

He adds that it's also helped 
him pursue some of those govern- 
ment contracts. Since the Springs 
office opened in September 2009, 
Knapp says, it has helped Colo- 
rado contractors land nearly $1.4 
billion worth — the equivalent of 
21,000 jobs while the work was 
being done, Knapp says. And all 
that work has been subject to 
the Davis-Bacon Act, which 
requires laborers be paid more 
than minimum wage. 

The state office matches its 
3,000 clients with bid solicita- 
tions, assists them in working 
to develop joint ventures with 
other bidders, helps write and 
proof proposals, and aids in 
defining contract terms and 
conditions, such as helping 
contractors avoid "scope creep" 
— getting persuaded into doing 
ancillary work not specified in 
the contract, Knapp says. 

"We're one of the best eco- 
nomic engines in Colorado," 
Knapp says. "Just because they 
don't win that Fort Carson con- 
tract doesn't mean they're not 
winning contracts elsewhere." 

The office's $792,000 annual 
budget is funded by public and 
private donors including the 
El Pomar Foundation, banks, 
contractors and El Paso County, 
which has given $40,500. Dona- 
tions are matched dollar-for- dollar 
by federal funds, and Knapp says 
the board of directors actively solic- 
its donations, with a new campaign 
scheduled for October to February. 

Mayor Steve Bach has called on 
the Colorado Springs Chamber and 
EDC to create 6,000 jobs a year 
over the next three to five years, 
but the city has given no money to 
the PTAC. 

A city spokesperson says that's 
because the PTAC hasn't asked.

Burn-area water safe 

Discolored water has spilled from taps 
in Mountain Shadows, Pihon Valley and 
surrounding neighborhoods, but Colorado 
Springs Utilities says the water is safe. 

Utilities says it's taken 500 samples for 
testing from the area struck June 26 by the 
Waldo Canyon Fire, to assure the supply 
meets safe water standards. Utilities 
suggests customers with discolored 
water flush household plumbing by using 
an outside spigot first. If that doesn't do 
the trick, they can run indoor faucets, 
cold-water lines only, to clear the water. 

The cause is "an unusually high rate of 
hydrant use and other water use in your 
neighborhood due to rebuilding activity," 
Utilities says in a statement.

Beg ban includes Acacia 

A proposed downtown no-panhandling 
zone will include Acacia Park, after all. 

City Attorney Chris Melcher originally 
proposed a no-solicitation zone excluding 
traditional places of public speech such as 
the Pioneers Museum, City Hall and Acacia 
Park. Leaving the park open to panhandlers 
ruffled feathers on City Council, some 
fearing the home of the Uncle Wilber 
Fountain would attract the homeless. 
Melcher, advocating for the ordinance, 
originally defended his proposal, saying 
that leaving Acacia Park out would shield 
the ordinance from legal challenges. 

However, at Council's meeting Monday, 
Melcher said further research reveals 
other cities include parks in no-solicitation 
ordinances. Thus, it will be included. 

Many Councilors supportthe ordinance. 
Councilor Tim Leigh wishes the zone 
were larger and that police could address 
loitering, saying groups of 20-somethings 
downtown look "menacing." 

"The problem isn't just hanging out," he 
said, "it's the type of people hanging out." 

Others were less convinced. Councilor 
Lisa Czelatdko prefers banning active 
solicitation (asking for money), while 
allowing passive solicitation (holding 
a sign), because a total ban means no 
Salvation Army bell-ringers, nobody 
raising money for Uncle Wilber and no 
Girl Scout cookies. "I think we're hurting 
ourselves and we're going to stunt and 
limit ourselves," she said. — JAS 

Regent worries about funds 

Democrat Stephen Ludwig is traveling the 
state to ensure that he keeps his unpaid 
job, seeking re-election to the University 
of Colorado Board of Regents. 
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Ludwig stopped in the city Monday 
during his 10-day tour of every county 
and arguing that he is better suited for 
the job than his Republican opponent, 
Brian Davidson. If re-elected, this will be 
Ludwig's second, and final, six-year term. 

What's the biggest concern he has 
heard from voters? The rising costs of 
higher education. "And when I share 
with them that there won't be any public 
money for higher education by 2023, they 
are stunned," he says. "I would advocate 
in my second term ... to go to voters to 
say that we need to dedicate a revenue 
stream for higher education." — CH 

Another Gazette rumor 

Last week, the Denver Business Journal 
reported that Colorado billionaire Philip 
Anschutz — who last year bought the 
Oklahoma Publishing Company, and The 
Broadmoor as part of it — is interested 
in acquiring the Gazette or starting a new 
daily newspaper in Colorado Springs. 

Aaron Kushner, new owner of Gazette 
parent company Freedom Communications, 
has said he's open to a sale. "It may also 
be that there is an owner for the Gazette 
who can do an even better job than we 
can," he told the paper on July 27. Reached 
for comment, Freedom spokesman Eric 
Morgan referred us back to that statement. 

Clarity Media Group, Anschutz's 
company that controls properties 
including content-farm examiner.com, 
failed to return a phone call by press time. 
But company president Ryan McKibben 
was quoted in the Journal as saying, 
"The only thing I can tell you is that we've 
had some of our people on the ground in 
Colorado Springs investigating buying or 
starting a paper there." — BC 

Political journo to speak 

Nate Silver, noted political analyst, 
creator of fivethirtyeight.com and writer 
for the New York Times, will hit Colorado 
College's Gaylord Hall at7 p.m., Thursday, 
Sept. 13, to give his free take on the 
nation's current political atmosphere. 

A former baseball statistician, Silver 
gained deserved acclaim when his 
computer model correctly predicted the 
outcome of all but one state in the 2008 
presidential election. Currently, he gives 
Barack Obama a 79.8 percent chance of 
winning the presidency for a second time. 

"As I wrote on Saturday night, Mr. 
Obama's polls could easily cool off 
quickly," Silver blogged Sept. 10. "If we 
return to the equilibrium where Mr. Obama 
is about two points ahead in the polls — 
about where they were for months on 
end heading into the conventions — then 
Mitt Romney's position won't be too badly 
damaged. Still, Mr. Romney will be the 
underdog, and he'll have had two orthree 
weeks of time run off the clock." — BC

Building block 

National effort comes to our own Pikes Peak Avenue

Plenty of optimists have probably 
looked around a depressed sec- 
tion of downtown and thought, "I 
could fix that."

Most, not all. 

In cities across the nation, people 
are taking that can-do sentiment to 
heart and transforming small sec- 
tions of their urban environments 
overnight to create experimental 
"Better Blocks" (betterblock.org). 
The operations are sometimes done 
"guerilla- style," and other times 
performed with the support of city 
governments. But the outcomes are 
largely the same. 

For a day, a city block or two is 
given a temporary makeover: new 
paint, slowed or stopped vehicle 
traffic, bike lanes and bike parking, 
pedestrian cafes set up in lanes of 
closed-down streets, lively window 
displays, art and music. 

The goal is to give people an idea 
of what is possible and, in doing so, 
spur change. 

Colorado Springs residents will 
get their own taste of the Better 
Block concept very soon, when 
Pikes Peak Avenue between Tejon 
Street and Nevada Avenue is trans- 
formed from noon Sept. 21 to noon 
Sept. 22. 

During the 24 -hour experiment, 
traffic will be reduced to two lanes 
and slowed to just 5 miles per hour, 
and bikes, bike taxis and pedestri- 
ans will take over. 



years ago and was immediately 
intrigued. 

During the past few months, he's 
worked with the city, and friendly 
businesses and nonprofits, to plan 
the event, which will cost around 
$11,000. 

In his business, most big changes 
start on paper, but Olson says many 
people can't relate to that. 

Better Block allows many people 
to "physically experience a place, 
rather than just looking at a draw- 
ing," Olson says. 

Nick Kittle, the city's manager 
of administrative services and 
innovation, says that often it's dif- 
ficult to excite the public about a 
big change. But with something 
temporary like Better Block Pikes 
Peak, citizens can get an idea of 
what a change will be like well 
before they're asked to commit to 
anything. 

"It's important for us to have per- 
mission to try things," he says. 

Though the format has yet to be 
decided, the city will have a way 
for citizens to comment on the Bet- 
ter Block experiment. 

The city also plans to examine 
economic impacts.

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Memorial's lease should go through, but retirement-plan complications threaten to un-sweeten the deal

As the clock ticks toward the Oct. 1 
closing of the historic $1.9 billion deal 
to lease city-owned Memorial Health Sys- 
tem, city officials last week assured clear 
sailing toward the "exciting new partner- 
ship" with University of Colorado Health. 

But don't let the cheery press releases 
fool you. 

The city remains locked in a major 
dispute with the Public Employees' Retire- 
ment Association over how much, if any- 
thing, it owes to assure that Memorial's 
4,000 employees receive retirement ben- 
efits after leaving the system to join UCH. 

A loss in court could mean that seed 
money for a much-discussed community 
foundation is gone. And, oddly enough, a 
win could be devastating in its own way. 

That's because if the city succeeds in 
extracting Memorial from PERA without 
paying a dime, it could send the agency's 
Local Government Division into a finan- 
cial tailspin. A legislative rescue might 
mean authorizing sharp increases in 
employee and employer contributions on 
behalf of the remaining members, which 
include people in 144 governmental enti- 
ties across the state — among them 3,275 
total workers with the city of Colorado 
Springs and Colorado Springs Utilities. 

In fact, PERA estimates the city of 
Colorado Springs would owe $88 million 
if Memorial dissociates without making a 
termination payment. 
Besides all that, it remains unclear 



whether the deal will shake out as adver- 
tised to voters, who approved the lease by 
a nearly 5-to-l margin last month. Though 
City Attorney Chris Melcher maintains 
there's adequate money to pay off Memo- 
rial's debt and that there are no lingering 
Taxpayer's Bill of Rights issues surround- 
ing UCH's payments to the city, TABOR 
author Douglas Bruce disagrees. 

Even City Council President Pro Tern 
Jan Martin, the deal's biggest cheerleader, 
has her doubts. 

"I'm nervous," Martin said in an inter- 
view Friday, hours after the city touted 
having removed the "last road block" to the 
partnership with UCH. "But we've been 
assured everything will work out, and we're 
going to have to see how it plays out." 

The dispute 

Three years in the making, the lease to 
UCH is designed to enable Memorial to 
affiliate with a larger system. Procedures 
and practices would be standardized to 
control costs in an era of declining health 
care reimbursements from insurers. 

In exchange for leasing Memorial for 40 
years, UCH will pay the city $259 million 
up front, of which $185 million is desig- 
nated for PERA. The rest is designated to 
go into a community foundation dedicated 
to health care. 

The city filed a lawsuit Aug. 15, claim- 
ing it owes PERA nothing because Memo- 
rial workers will be fired by the city and 



hired by UCH — which doesn't constitute 
a "termination" under the PERA statute. 
Thus, PERA termination provisions — 
including an employee vote in which 65 
percent approve of the move, and PERA 
board consent — aren't applicable. 

The city argues it has never paid for 
future retirement benefits when Memorial 
employees have resigned or were axed; why 
should it pay now? "The Termination Provi- 
sions do not apply when a public hospital 
that participates in PERA is sold, leased, 
or otherwise transferred," the city lawsuit 
states. It gives no examples, however. 

On Aug. 31, PERA filed a lawsuit that 
named as defendants not only the city, but 
also UCH and its members, and sought 
$220 million to assure Memorial employ- 
ees' retirements are covered. PERA 
also sought an order barring the lease 
transaction from closing until the issue is 
resolved. 

PERA argued that the city has acknowl- 
edged the obligation to PERA for three 
years, starting with a citizen review pro- 
cess in 2010. In October that year, Memo- 
rial paid the costs of an actuary who 
calculated the amount owed. That amount 
isn't known, but Memorial paid $251,342 
for the study, records show. 

A subsequent actuary study conducted 
by PERA in January 2011 found the city 
would owe $245 million, though that 
number dropped to $191 million in yet 
another PERA study in July 2011. 



The city's recognition of its PERA 
liability continued with the City Council 
Task Force on Memorial, formed in 2011, 
and its drafting of a request for proposal 
late that year. "In the RFP," PERA's law- 
suit states, "the City described in detail 
all of Memorial's assets and liabilities and 
devoted one full page to analyzing and 
cautioning potential bidders of Memorial's 
PERA liability." The city went so far as to 
inform potential bidders that the "amount 
in controversy" was $191 million, the 
lawsuit continues. Bidders offered various 
sums to cover the liability. 

PERA's Aug. 31 lawsuit posed a huge 
problem, because the lease requires Colo- 
rado Springs to use "reasonable efforts 
to resolve the PERA Liability in a man- 
ner that does not result in any liability or 
other obligation of the Lessee [UCH]" 
and its affiliates. The lease also mandates 
that to finalize the lease, "No action or 
proceeding before any Governmental 
Entity or any court or legal tribunal shall 
be pending that will restrain or prohibit 
the Transactions." 

Thursday night, the city issued a state- 
ment saying PERA would withdraw its 
lawsuit and promise not to drag UCH into 
the fray in the future. The city, in turn, 
had agreed to impound its entire $259 
million payment from UCH pending reso- 
lution of the case, which is to begin anew 
with the city filing a lawsuit in Denver 
District Court. 
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The fallout 



If the city loses in court, PERA will get 
its money, plus the statutory interest rate 
of 8 percent. So if PERA is awarded $220 
million, the city might have to pay $237.6 
million. That would leave the city with 
only $21.4 million as proceeds, though 
it also will receive a $5.6 million annual 
payment for 30 years from UCH. 

But if the city wins in court, and suc- 
ceeds in paying nothing, there may be 
other consequences. 

Without payment for Memorial's work- 
ers — who comprise 25 percent of the 
Local Government Division's active mem- 
bers — PERA predicts a meltdown of that 
division. It notes that at 201 l's end, the 
division already was short $1.3 billion in 
future benefits to retirees, due in part to 
poor investment performance during the 
recession.

"If a large employer leaves the plan, 
the liabilities associated with the benefits 
earned by their employees (if not paid for 
upon exit of the employer) would be shift- 
ed to the other employers in the division 
trust," PERA's communications direc- 
tor Katie Kaufmanis says in an e-mail 
response to questions. 

If the city is forced to pony up on 
behalf of city and Utilities workers to 
close the gap, Martin says, she doesn't 
know where the money would come from. 
Asked if UCH's up-front money could be 
spent that way, she says, "I don't think 
we're ready to answer that." 

Besides the city and Utilities, 142 other 
agencies participate in the Local Govern- 
ment Division, among them the city of 
Pueblo — where officials are already 
angry with Colorado Springs over a lack 
of stormwater management that befouls 
Fountain Creek — and dozens of fire pro- 
tection districts, water providers, cities, 
towns and counties statewide. 

PERA itself can't automatically 
increase the employer and employee 
contributions required to make the divi- 
sion solvent. "Only the Colorado General 
Assembly determines contribution rates 
in the Local Government Division of 
PERA," Kaufmanis writes. 

Which could set the stage for an epic 
legislative debate over whether PERA 
should be further bolstered by higher 
charges or allowed to go bankrupt, wiping 
out the retirements of thousands of public 
workers — with Memorial and the city of 
Colorado Springs being blamed for trig- 
gering the feud. 

All that said, Martin isn't willing to 
let the city take heat for what she sees as 
someone else's mistake. 

"The gap is PERA's problem, not the 
city's problem," she says. "You can't 
help but wonder if PERA had been more 
realistic and charged actual numbers if 



we would be in this position. This is a 
question that has been on the table for a 
very long time — PERA and its viability. 
Maybe it's a time to let the courts decide 
what the best future is for PERA." 

The city must bear its own legal costs 
for the PERA litigation and has hired 
Hogan Lovells, a firm Mayor Steve Bach's 
administration has used almost exclu- 
sively in the last year to handle a range of 
sensitive issues. But Martin stresses the 
city is still searching for that "win-win" 
solution with PERA. 



Dealing with debt 



In addition to dealing with the PERA 
dilemma, the city must pay off Memo- 
rial's $310.6 million in debt (figured as of 
Aug. 31) and hope there's enough capital 
left to give UCH $42.4 million, as man- 
dated by the lease provisions. 

To do that, the lease calls for the city to 
receive Memorial's cash on hand, which

lion) and bond reserve funds ($24.1 mil- 
lion), bringing the total to $337.7 million. 

Melcher says the city will come out 
ahead, but exactly where it will stand 
after paying UCH and paying off the debt 
isn't known. Memorial spokesman Brian 
Newsome says the calculation is currently 
being computed. 

If there's extra money, the city keeps 
it. If more is needed to pay UCH, the city 
must pay it. The likely source would be 
the $74 million payment from UCH — 
the same source the city will rely on to 
fill any gap in PERA liability. 

As for debt, Memorial has four bond 
issues outstanding and a $66.6 million 
loan from BBVA Compass bank. Melcher 
tells the Independent that some bond 
debt and the Compass loan will be paid 
off immediately, while other bond debt 
that carries prepayment penalties will be 
paid over time. 

But Melcher says the Memorial enter- 
prise, not the city itself, will carry the 
debt and receive UCH's payments — to 
comply with TABOR, which requires 
voter approval of debt and restricts how 
much new revenue the city can receive 
without refunding it to voters or asking 
permission to keep it. 

Bruce argues that TABOR defines an 
enterprise as a government-run business, 
and questions whether Memorial will 
meet that definition after UCH takes over. 
He also says payments to the foundation 
would constitute revenue for the city, 
though Melcher asserts the payments will 
go to the foundation via Memorial, there- 
by sidestepping the TABOR requirement. 

All this, plus other questions related to 
city revenue restrictions, must have even 
Council feeling unsure; Melcher says it 
has asked for a written legal opinion on 
these matters. 

"This is a mess," Bruce says, "and is 
going to be a mess for a long time."

For a play that got its start in Maine and first drew national attention at Stage Left Chi- 
cago, the Colorado Springs opening of Make Sure It's Mefeels a lot like coming home: 
The playwright, Kate Wenner, did much of her research for it at Fort Carson. 

"It was the first place I really sat down and listened for many hours to service mem- 
bers telling me what it was like to be coping with not being able to think straight," she 
says, "and listen to wives telling me what it was like to live with someone who was so 
very different from who they had married, who went off to war." 

Talking with the families of Fort Carson soldiers was a transformative experience for 

Wenner, one that spurred the former 
20/20 producer to visit military bases 
and Veterans Affairs hospitals across 
the country. In the months leading up 
to her award-winning 2009 debut at 
the Penob- 
scot Theatre

in Bangor, 

Maine — where Scott RC Levy, now the Colorado Springs Fine 
Arts Center Theatre Company's theater director, was creative 
director — Wenner interviewed doctors, veterans, wives and 
mothers dealing with traumatic brain injury. 

Then a new and frightening phenomenon among soldiers in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, it's often caused by shock waves from 
IED blasts that result in widespread brain damage. 

Incidentally, Wenner realized, if those soldiers are dealing 
with memory loss, we are, too — in a different way. 

"So often we just read about things," she says, "and then 
the next day we forget about them." 

Like her characters, Wenner sees America struggling to remember the pieces of the 
wars and of soldiers' lives that collectively have been forgotten. Rather than a docu- 
mentary format, Make Sure It's Me uses composite characters to chart the development 
of TBI awareness and treatment, often speaking verbatim in the words of the soldiers, 
spouses and mothers Wenner interviewed. Itfocuses on the frustration of soldiers who 
want to get backto life as normal, and the families who realize that the person who came 
home just isn'tthe same. 

Of the rest of us, she says, "The tendency is just to walk away or judge 
them: 'Oh, that person's crazy, whatever.' But if 
you've ... actually watched and experienced 
what these people go through daily, how 
hard it is for them to remember, how hard 
it is for them to communicate, you might 
recognize that person in line behind you 
atthe supermarket, and say, 'Wait a min- 
ute, ratherthan pass judgment, I might 
want to ask.'" 

In the more intimate setting of the 
FAC's 108-seat Music Room, the 
venue for Make Sure It's Me and the 
rest of the Second Stage season, 
audience members will get the 
chance to do just that: ask. It's a 
workshop performance, mean 
ing they can engage in "talk- 
backs" with the playwright as 
well as the cast and, on Sept. 
14, even some of Wenner's 
interview subjects. 

For Wenner, the Sept. 
13 opening represents 
the first time her play will 
appear before such a military-influenced 
community. 

"It's going to be a tough audience, 
because they know a lot more than I 
know," she says. "But that's good. You 
want to have that authenticity."

Temper tantrums 

The playground becomes a battleground when the 
parents become involved in Star Bar's God of Carnage 



Alysabeth Clements Mosley, artistic director of the Star Bar Players, describes God of 
Carnage as Dinner With Friends meets Who's Afraid of Virginia Woolf?. 
The dialogue is "very smart, sharp, crisp and dynamic," and the characters are "gor- 
geously drawn and they're just all kinds of crazy," she says. Only they aren't crazy, really 
— they're just sort of neurotic, smug, liberal parents who pick a bad time to drink a little 
too much rum. 

The action of the character-driven play, written by Yasmina Reza, begins with a fight. 
One child hits another in the face with a stick, breaking two of his teeth, and the parents 
meet to discuss the altercation between their two sons. The parents attempt to resolve 
the problem peacefully, but their interaction quickly crumbles. 

The couples start out thinking, "'Of course we can work things out,' and later they're 
screaming, 'I don't give a shit!'" says Clements Mosley. 

Miriam Roth Ballard, who plays the mother of the son who wielded the playground 
weapon, says her character runs the gamut of emotions, from kindness and acceptance to 
despair and hostility. The entire play takes place in the small, intimate space of a Brooklyn 

apartment, and she says tapping into so many different feelings 
without an intermission break is as challenging as "running a 
marathon." 

Both the original French version of the critically acclaimed 
dark comedy and its English translation — which debuted in 
London in March 2008 and opened on Broadway a year later — 
have been well-received. God of Carnagewas performed more 
than 450 times on Broadway and won a Tony Award for Best 
Play and the Laurence Olivier Award for Best New Comedy. A 
film adaptation directed by Roman Polanski was released last 
year with the shortened name, Carnage. 

Star Bar's production is the Colorado premiere of the play, 
notes Clements Mosley, and has only recently become avail- 
able for small companies.

Cloying drinks aside, Pho Lu'u makes authenticity tasty

I'm sipping a drink that's creamy, 
mildly sacchariferous and effer- 
vescent, yet, simultaneously, so 
stinky in a curdled way that I have 
to tilt my head away from the glass, 




If pork be your passion, double- down 
with chops and skins for a good price. 



sucking through a straw to tolerate 
it. This is a sua hot ga — club soda 
enriched by condensed milk and 
egg yolk. If you're an adventurist, 
you should try it, especially in place 
of the "salty soda lemonade" (each 
$3) that's like a viscous, sour Sprite 
spiked with sea water. Not my thing. 

I certainly appreciate the authen- 
ticity of Pho Lu'u's items, which isn't 
to say appreciation equals fondness. 
That comes clear again with the Thai 
Fruit and Multi Sweet Bean des- 
serts ($3.50). Those two, served in 
drinking cups, are sugar monsters, 
each drowned in a sticky coco- 
nut creme syrup/milk. The fruit is 

already naturally

sugared, and the 
mealy legumes' 
own starchiness is 
amplified. If you 
don't have ADD 
or adult-onset, 
type 2 diabetes 
before drinking these, you may after. 

Same goes for the Boba smoothies 
($3.75), some from fresh fruit and 
others from concentrate or powder. 
The taro flavor is a guilty treat but 
the papaya tastes synthetic, like sher- 
bet mixed with the smell of "spring 
fresh" bathroom spray. 



But enough about the drinks: You 
come to eat. And in that department, 
Pho Lu'u largely pleases. 

In a couple months' time, 
20-something husband/wife own- 
ers Linh Thach and Hieu Luu have 
developed what appears to be a 
booming business in their simple, 
blue -toned dining room. At 8 on a 
Friday night, we arrive to find no 
open tables; three bustling Vietnam- 
ese family big-tops in mid-meal; 
plus two walk-in to -go orders and 
two phoned-in GoWaiter orders 
ahead of us. Impressive. 

For starters, the pork Vietnamese 
egg rolls ($5.25) are fantastic with 
a crunchy rice-paper shell and fresh 
lettuce leaves and accoutrements for 
dipping, and the shrimp and pork 
spring rolls ($3.50) bear a luscious 
peanut sauce dip. Presentations are 
pretty, and heaping basil-mint herb 
plates arrive before our entrees, glis- 
tening from a fresh ice-water bath. 

Our shrimp-lemongrass bun ($7) 
sports nicely charred prawns and 
basic nuoc mam (that universal fish 
sauce mix to be poured over) that 
bears a touch more chili heat than 
most. It won't beat what you get 
at Saigon Cafe; however, two thin, 
sticky-sweet pork chops with a side 
of stringy, chewy pork- skin slivers 
and a quiche -like mushroom-rice 
egg cake ($9) are thoroughly fulfill- 
ing, especially for the price. 

Which leaves the main attraction: 
around 25 mix-and-match options 
for pho ($5.75 to $8.75). I try the Pho 
Lu'u Special with tripe, tendon, meat- 
ball, brisket and filet mignon, quickly 
remembering why I prefer my tripe 
on a taco and the tendon left in the 
kitchen. But the other meats are deli- 
cious, in a Cambodian-influenced 
broth that a Vietnamese food-fanatic- 
friend believes is the best in town. It's 
bright, with subtle clove and anise 
flavors among the floral cocktail, 
but unfortunately it, like many menu 
items, is made with MSG. 

A very friendly Linh says they use 
"as little as possible," as if to imply 
some must be used. But to avoid it, 
she's helpful in guiding us to a made- 
to-order veggie pho that's semi-sweet 
and wonderful in its own right, with 
generous broccoli and snow peas 
among the rice vermicelli soup. 

Ultimately, it's that friendliness 
and adaptability that redeems the 
sugary shortcomings of Pho Lu'u. 
It's a likeable place, especially when 
seats are available.

Kangaroo Coffee 



434 W. Fillmore St., 373-9230, roocoffee.com 

This drive-thru with super-friendly baristas just 
celebrated its first anniversary, and in January plans 
to expand with a slightly larger spot across from the 
Eighth Street Wal-Mart. Co-owner D.J. Lyon says 
he's already shopping for a third location, too. 

Much of the menu is organic; the coffee is via Oregon's 
Mellelo Coffee Roasters; and Dr. Smoothie's 100-percent 
fruit base informs the smoothies. Lyon says he labored 
over products and test batches that would keep his drinks 
ideally textured and not grossly sweet. It shows in our 
delightful pineapple smoothie ($3.95/16-ounce), blended 
with coconut milk (75 cents extra) and whipped-cream- 
topped, and even more so in the chocolate peanut butter 
blended coffee ($4.95/20-ounce). It sends a whole-milk 
vanilla base through a soft-serve machine before all- 
natural chocolate powder is added with five espresso 
shots (I got decaf) and Stirling peanut butter syrup (which 
boasts non-processed sugars). — Matthew Schniper 




Spice Island Grill

It is hard to imagine that Jamaicans would reach for a 
stout in a hot island climate, but they often do — even at 
breakfast, making stout shakes with inputs like peanuts, 
egg, oatmeal and condensed or coconut milk, says Spice 
Island owner Claudette Hutchinson. So pass on the 
fanboy Red Stripe if you want the real beer of Jamaica. 
Instead, grab a 7.5 percent ABV Dragon Stout or the 4.9 
percent ABV, Trinidad-based Mackeson XXX Milk Stout 
(each a pricey $8, due to costly importing via NewYork). 

Spice Island had run out of the Kingston-brewed 
Jamaica Stout we originally set out to try during our 
visit, so we happily sampled these other two. Both are 
dark as a moonless night, and each showcases its own 
irie. Dragon comes off crisp but with a delicate, almost 
plum, taste backing the heavy malt body. Mackeson is 
a light and creamy sipping beer that balances a slight 
acidity with the flavor that's reminiscent of chaff from a 
freshly roasted coffee bean. — Steve Hitchcock 




Dogtooth Coffee Company

At seven years old, Dogtooth isn't yet long in the tooth, 
but it's entrenched in the community and particularly its 
Casa Verde Commons cohousing neighborhood. Though 
there are soups, sandwiches, pastries, and "European- 
style smoked coffees" from a Minnesota roaster, it's 
the homemade gelato that many go for ($2.95/5-ounce; 
$3.75/8-ounce; $5.25/12-ounce). It's made on Italian 
equipment and differs from ice cream because of its 
lower fat and sugar content and airier texture; it's also 
stored at a warmer temperature and melts fairly quickly. 

We tasted: a "paste"-based Triple Berry Explosion 
(black-, rasp- and blue-) with great flavor and a little seed 
crunch; a natural peach made with Palisade fruit pureed 
on site; a guilty Butterfinger, essentially the candy bar 
ground up into the base milk-and-cream gelato; and the 
Leadville Latte, made with house espresso and ground 
espresso bean garnish fortexture (and more potency than 
your average coffee ice cream). — Matthew Schniper

'Robot & Frank (PG-13)

You might see the trailer for 
Robot & Frank and think, 
"Well, Frank Langella's career is 
over." The film screams "cutsie," 
with Langella's character a daffy old 
man, the robot a sassy sidekick, and 
both of them exchanging eye -rolling 
one-liners. The old man will hate 
the robot, then he'll love it, then 
he'll die and everyone will be sad 
but remember him warmly. 




Robot & Frank is no Woody Allen sleeper. 



Give credit to first-time feature 
filmmakers Jake Schreier and Chris- 
topher D. Ford, because only part of 
that prognosis is true. Frank (Lan- 
gella) is a retired cat burglar who 
lives on his own but has increasing 
dementia that makes him do things 
such as rob his own home. His son, 
Hunter (James Marsden), makes a 
five-hour drive to visit as often as 
he can, but it's at the expense of his 
own family. And Frank's daughter, 
Madison (Liv Tyler), travels for a 
living in an unspecified occupation. 
So Hunter buys Frank a helper robot 

— the film is set in the "near future" 

— who will do his chores, enforce 
a regular schedule, make Frank eat 
right and be his companion. 

Frank hates the robot, then he loves 
it. "Fuck this shit," he says when the 
robot (who is voiced by Peter Sars- 
gaard but remains unnamed) insists 
that they're going to start a garden. 



"I'm not that pathetic," he tells Hunt- 
er. But Hunter has given the robot a 
password that makes it impossible 
to turn off, so Frank's stuck with it. 
When he sees how tidy his place is 
and how well he's eating, Frank starts 
to warm up. It's when Frank discov- 
ers that the robot can be taught how 
to pick locks and help him conduct 
surveillance on possible robbery sites, 
however, that he really falls for it. 
After all, the robot encouraged him to 
pick up a hobby, so why not return to 
one he's familiar with? 

Drawing Frank as a salty-tongued 
ex-con helps cut down the film's 
saccharine levels tremendously. The 
tone is light but there aren't really 
any jokes (except maybe for a scene 
of bot-to-bot small talk that defi- 
nitely registers as cutsie), just natural 
conversations — at least, as natural 
as you can get between humans and 
a machine. Frank even has a love 
interest (Susan Sarandon), a librar- 
ian who's forced to contend with the 
future -is-now herself when a new 
owner wants to overhaul the library 
and bring it into the digital world. 
Their attraction is very gently and 
realistically alluded to and not in an 
embarrassing see-the-seniors-flirt! 
manner; the main relationship here is 
between Frank and his aide. 

Better, Robot & Frank soon turns 
into a bit of a crime drama, with 
Frank doing a couple of jobs that 
attract attention. There is a bit of 
sentimentality in these last chapters, 
with the robot becoming a piece of 
evidence. Another quibble is that 
it's not exactly clear why the film 
ends the way it does, especially con- 
sidering that it adds to the treacle. 
Considering the Lifetime movie it 
threatened to be, however, this bit of 
sugar is tolerably sweet.

The Chris Robinson Brotherhood finds its own direction 



By Chris Parker 

Chris Robinson's humility is 
nearly as impressive as the 
success he's had as frontman of 
greasy southern country rawkers the 
Black Crowes. He brings that loose, 
uncomplicated attitude to his new 
project, the Chris Robinson Brother- 
hood, a band he's allowed to grow 
at its own pace while putting a pre- 
mium on nurturing the muse over 
commercial considerations. 

For example, rather than head 
directly into the studio after forming to 
have something to hawk on tour, they 
rode Robinson's name, affording them 
a chance to discover themselves and 
the songs before setting them to wax. 

"By putting my name in there, obvi- 
ously we can jump in line a couple 
places. That was the reality," says the 
Atlanta native. "The material is going 
to change and grow ... so let's see what 
it's going to be. Let's get into the pres- 
ent before we get into forever." 

Not that Robinson's particularly 
precious. He recalls how he felt when 
he saw the Crowes' smash 1990 debut 
Shake Your Money Maker in his local 

record store. "I 
was, 'Wow, my 
record is in the 
same store with 
Hank Williams 
and John Coltrane.' 
Then reality hits. 
'Oh shit it's also

in a store with Def Leppard and Faith 
No More. Ugh," he says, laughing. 

When the Chris Robinson Brother- 
hood did finally hit the studio, the 
band had enough material for two 
albums. Though June's Big Moon Rit- 
ual and Sept. ll's release The Magic 
Door were finished within months of 
each other and grew out of the same 
recording sessions, the finished prod- 
ucts have very different feels. 

The former explores a blend of 
cosmic country and Bay Area psyche- 
delic folk, as befits a musician who's 
frequently played with the Grateful 
Dead's Robert Hunter and Phil Lesh. 
The latter is earthier — in a Levon 
Helm kind of way — and jazzier, as if 
Robinson were coasting through Traf- 
fic. It sounds more city, while Ritual's 
more cow field. 

"I'm a huge Deadhead, but my 
being a Deadhead truly revolves 
around something beyond the jam 
band aspect, whatever that means," 
says Robinson. "To jam around in B 
minor is one thing, to create songs 
that can take you someplace and 
create a mood, to have a tangible 
feeling that is coming out of these 
people, that's something completely 
different." 

The album's title, which reflects 
the music's mind-expanding spirit of 
both recordings, is taken from the 
trippy Hermann Hesse book Steppen-

wolf, and essentially represents the 
third eye that's open for those who 
perceive it. 

But as cosmically laid-back as Rob- 
inson may be, he's not one to lapse 
into lethargy: "American will eventu- 
ally awaken from the sugary, greased- 
out complacency of consumerism," 
says the musician. "I'm not a political 
person at all, but I'm very culturally 
aware. And the culture of corporate 
America will change. We've had 
enough of apathy. The individual is 
the real power." 

As for Robinson's own business 
plan, it's remained consistent for both 
the Black Crowes and the Chris Rob- 
inson Brotherhood. 

"On an idealistic level, the busi- 
nesses are run kind of the same. I 
make decisions to make my soul 
happy. Hopefully within that, I have 
perspective enough to keep every- 
body's paycheck going," he says. 
"There's a lot of responsibility — it's 
not all hallucinating and astral travel, 
though we have plenty of that too."

As frontman for Husker Du and Sugar, Bob 
Mould always had a special talent for writing 
guitar riffs, an ability that shines through on Sil- 
verAge. In fact, this is one of his hardest-rock- 
ing and catchiest albums yet, beginning with the 
one-two punch of "Star Machine" and the title 
song, which contains the lyric "I'm never too 
old to retain my rage." Nearly all of the songs 
on Silver Age burn white hot, with Mould's driv- 
ing riffs matched by furious but tight drumming 
from Jon Wurster (of Superchunkfame) and 
propulsive bass lines from Jason Narducy. It's 
all balanced by the pop sensibility that informs 
Mould's vocal melodies and chord progressions, 
making songs like "Fugue State," "Briefest 
Moment" and "Keep Believing" as approach- 
able as they are bracing. Nearly 30 years after 
Husker Du laid the groundwork forthe indie- 
rock genre, Mould sounds as energized and 
inspired as ever. — Alan Sculley

Although Divine Fits may be a new band, one 
principal member is especially well known: Britt 
Daniel imbues the first two songs, "My Love 
Is Real" and "Flaggin' a Ride," with the kind of 
minimalistic arrangements and angular melodies 
that have long defined his band Spoon. There's 
nothing wrong with that, but the other members 
of Divine Fits have notable resumes as well. Dan 
Boeckner was a guitarist in Wolf Parade, while 
Sam Brown plays drums in New Bomb Turks. 
The varied influences lead to traces of Kraftwerk 
on "The Salton Sea," while "Baby Get Worse" 
evokes elements of an edgier Depeche Mode. 
The ballad "Civilian Stripes," with its stripped- 
back, mostly acoustic sound and warm vocal 
melody, is also a real change up. Comparisons 
aside, what matters is that Daniels, Boeckner 
and Brown have come up with compelling songs 
for a side-band that's more substantial and satis- 
fying than most similar ventures.

The Hives maintain their reputation as Sweden's great rock hope

There are some of you who may 
be hoping that the two new 
tracks on the upcoming Stones com- 
pilation will live up to the band's 
past. Or that a new wave of guitarists 
will recapture the angular sound of 
DEVO and Gang of Four. Or that 
garage-soul revivalists like the Flesh- 
tones and Rocket From the Crypt 
will eventually rise from the dead.

Good luck with all that. But in 
the meantime, you can get some 
satisfaction from the Hives, who've 
created a critical buzz by keeping 
the spirit of those bands alive. With 
their matching black-and-white suits 

— which have most recently evolved 
into thrift- shop top hats and tails 

— the band has served up a tightly 
wound sound that hasn't faltered 
from their 1997 Barely Legal debut 
album on up through this summer's 
Lex Hives. 

The five Hives — lead vocalist 
Howlin' Pelle Almqvist, guitarist/ 
vocalist Nicholaus Arson, guitar- 
ist Vigilante Carlstroem, bassist 
Dr. Matt Destruction and drummer 
Chris Dangerous — all hail from 
Sweden, a country adored by Abba 
fans and redeemed for the rest of 
us by the less saccharine sounds 
of artists like Fever Ray and the 
Soundtrack to Our Lives. Through 
the years, they've become renowned 
for high- energy live shows, high- 
lighted by Almqvist's Jaggerly 
swagger and his brother Arson's 
guitar showmanship.

group s songs, 
as well. The 
band has always 
maintained 
that a reclusive 
"sixth Hive" 
named Randy 
Fitzsimmons is 
the band's man- 
ager as well as its 



songwriter, even after British music 
publication NME reported that the 
name is a registered pseudonym 
belonging to the guitarist. 

In the following interview, 
Arson talks about Lex Hives and 
its place in the band's deceptively 
colorful legacy. 

In dy: The guitars on the new 

album, espe- 
cially on tracks 
like "Wait a 
Minute," have 
some great 
interlocking 
parts. You and 
Vigilante have 
obviously been 
playing together 
for a long time. 
How have your 
styles evolved as 
a result of that? 

Nicholaus 
Arson: Yeah, 
we developed a kind of call-and- 
response style that we used to call 
"neat beat." I guess we do have a sort 
of interlocking style, but I think it 
was more a sound we developed with 
the whole band maybe, rather than 
with just the guitars. 

Indy: What are some of the 
other guitar bands you've been 
into that might have influenced 
that style? 

NA: Well, one of my favorite 
bands is DEVO, who can do that 
sort of guitar thing where each of 
you just play a snippet and it goes 
together in a beat. I also like AC/ 
DC. All my favorite bands, even the 
Dead Kennedys, had great guitar, 
even though they weren't doing the 
same kind of thing. 

Indy: After all these years, you 
guys haven't had any lineup chang- 
es or even solo albums. What's the 
secret to your longevity? 

NA: Yeah, I think we don't have 
anything else to do. No other great 
talent, apart from being a great rock 
band. So basically we're all fighting 
to stay in there, you know? 

Indy: New songs like "Without 
the Money" have a kind of creepy 
circus organ sound, as have ear- 
lier tracks like "A Stroll Through 
Hive Manor Corridors." Is that a 
Hammond organ, and if so, what 
do you do to make it sound so 
strange? 

NA: On "Without the Money," 



it was just the amp and whatever 
effects we were using at the time. 
But on a song like "My Time Is 
Coming," there's an organ in the 
beginning that we were mic'ing 
through a ventilation shaft that 
runs through the building. We 
put a mic at one end of the shaft 
and then placed the speaker at the 
other end. It's sort of like a big 
reverb chamber, but with air going 
through it. 

Indy: Do you do a lot of those 
kinds of experiments in the studio? 

NA: Yeah, we've got to keep it 
fun and make it sound weird. We've 
got to find weird sounds because 
that always makes it better. 

Indy: You're pretty acrobatic 
with your guitars onstage. Have 
you damaged a lot of them in the 
course of touring? 

NA: Yeah, the guitars are all 
glued together, and some guitars 
I've had to retire. They have to be 
sacrificed in the name of entertain- 
ment, I guess. 

Indy: Are there some that you 
would never take out on the road 
for that reason? 

NA: On no, I play all my best 
guitars on the road, because they 
have the best sound. I show off a bit, 
and then they break, but I can still 
use them. I superglue them all back 
together. It's like a Stradivarius, 
they have to sort of re-glue it every 
once in a while. 

Indy: When you listen to this 
album versus the previous one 
with producers like Pharrell Wil- 
liams, how does it feel different 
to you? 

NA: Well, this is exactly the 
record we wanted to make. We 
wanted to make a record that was 
very garage- sounding, you know, 
just a very natural sound. Like the 
last record, we were going for slick- 
er production, it was almost close to 
Def Leppard. 

Indy: So in a way, this was like 
going back to your early days, but 
with better songwriting and play- 
ing and arrangements? 

NA: Well, I'm really proud 
of our old records as well. But I 
think that, well, you know, I guess 
you have to learn something after 
almost 15 years.

Meanwhile, over on your Internet dial, you can tune 
in to radio.uccs.edu at 4 p.m. this coming Friday for 
a weekly show called The Scene. ^^^^^^^^^^ 
Joining such UCCS Radio favorites 
as Country Cutie and Chancellors 
Corner, the program features musi- 
cian interviews alongside coverage 
of local poetry and arts events. 

The Scene is also presenting a 
"Rock the Campus" showcase from 
6 to 11 p.m., Friday, Sept. 21. The 
free, all-ages event will take place 
outdoors on the UCCS campus' upper plaza and will 
include some of the Springs' best hip-hop and R&B acts, 
including Kopesetik Soul, Fidel Redstar, Jayoin, Milogic, 
Made Up Minds and Stoney Bertz.

Its report estimates that 
between 5.6 million and 8 million older 
Americans have one or more mental 
health conditions or problems stemming 
from substance misuse or abuse. That 
number will increase, Dan G. Blazer 
of Duke University Medical Center 
warned, because the magnitude of the 
problem is so great that no single ap- 
proach or isolated changes in a few fed- 
eral agencies could address it.

The nation's Amish communities are 
expected to double over the next 40 
years, according to a comprehensive 
survey by researchers at Ohio State 
University, which cites a combination of 
traditionally high birthrates and falling 
defection rates among adults.

Technology troubles 

Nine out of 10 undergrads in a study 
by Indiana University-Purdue University 
Fort Wayne reported "phantom vibration 
syndrome," causing them to feel their 
cell phone vibrating when it wasn't. On 
average, they felt the nonexistent buzz- 
ing about twice a month, though some 
felt it more often. This and a previous 
study indicated the most persistent 
buzzing victims fall into two categories: 
extr averts who check their phones a lot 
because keeping in touch with friends 
is a big part of their lives, and neurotics 
who worry a lot about the status of their 
relationships. (Slate) 

Three different electronic sensing 
devices designed to alert parents who've 
left their babies in the car are unreli- 
able, according to the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration. In 
some instances, spilled liquids caused 
malfunctions, cell phone use interfered 
with device signals, devices turned off 
and on during travel, and an improperly 
positioned child caused seat pads to 
malfunction. "While these devices are 
very well intended," NHTSA Admin- 
istrator David L. Strickland said, "we 
don't think they can be used as the only 
countermeasure to make sure that you 
don't forget your child behind in a car."

Rainey fell to the ground, screaming, 
"You shot me," in what Roop described 
as an "antagonistic" manner, so he shot 
Rainey once more in the back of the 
head "for effect." Roop told detectives

THC tete-a-tete 



A meeting to determine the final wording 
of the pros and cons of Amendment 64 
took an unexpected turn last week when 
Legislative Council member Sen. Mark 
Scheffel, R-Parker, initiated a series of 
votes that ended up with some supportive 
language being removed from the state 
voters' blue book. 

From the deleted passages: "The use of 
marijuana by adults may be less harmful 
than the use of alcohol or tobacco, both of 
which are already legalfor adults to use and 
are regulated by the state. Furthermore, 
marijuana may be beneficial for individuals 
with certain debilitating conditions. The 
consequences of burdening adults with a 
criminal record for the possession of small 
amounts of marijuana are too severe, and 
there are better uses for state resources 
than prosecuting such low-level crimes." 

Sensing shenanigans, and citing confu- 
sion among committee members at the time 
of the vote, the Campaign to Regulate Mari- 
juana Like Alcohol has filed suit in Denver 
district court "seeking a Preliminary Injunc- 
tion asking the court to direct the Legisla- 
tive Council Staff to reinsert the deleted 
arguments," says a release. "It also filed 
to obtain a Temporary Restraining Order 
over the weekend to prevent the Legislative 
Council Staff from sending the blue book to 
print with the improper modification." 

At the same time, some members of the 
medical marijuana community — themselves 
divided about backing the amendment due 
to fears its passage would bring a bigger 
federal backlash against MMJ — have taken 
the opportunity to support the modifications. 
"We urge the Legislative Council to not adopt 
any language that would further mislead or 
confuse Colorado voters concerning Amend- 
ment 64," reads an e-mail from advocates 
Kathleen Chippi and Rico Colibri, with Can- 
nabis Alliance for Regulation and Education, 
"and advise that if such changes are made 
through litigation or otherwise we will be 
forced to take legal action." 

The Denver Post reports the lawsuit will 
have its day in court on Wednesday, Sept. 
12. Get updates at regulatemarijuana.org/ 
blue-book.

Falcons revive their spunk 

Something told me that Air Force wouldn't cave in and suffer an embarrassing 
defeat at Michigan last weekend, despite being a three -touchdown underdog. 
Something told me the Falcons would handle playing in the Big House at Ann 
Arbor, bringing their patented poise and patience together despite 112,000 fans 
screaming for a blowout. 

Something told me that the AFA program, in need of a new affirmation on the 
heels of a frustrating 7-6 season in 2011, would show us something different. 

But nothing told me that Air Force would have the football in the closing min- 
utes, just seven points away from a monumental upset. That happened, and there 
was not the slightest dishonor in coming up on the short end of a 31-25 score. 

You can draw many conclusions, almost all of them positive. The list starts 
with three seniors — linebacker Alex Means, tailback Cody Getz and quarter- 
back Connor Dietz — who have taken it upon themselves to lead this AFA team 
as far as it can go. That's different from recent years, when the Falcons appeared 
to be leaning more on some exceptional talents (quarterback Tim Jefferson, tail- 
back Asher Clark and others) to carry them as quiet, not rah-rah leaders. 

This year, the still-potent Air Force spirit, cohesion and grit are back. That 
doesn't mean everyone can expect an 11-1 season, but it does mean these Falcons 
have a chance to go further than almost any outsiders expected. 

They can't afford injuries to the wrong people, starting with Getz, Means 

and Dietz. Those are the catalysts, and 
they're making a lot of the plays. Getz, 
in particular, has given the offense far 
more productive continuity (filling 
Clark's role) than expected, with 348 
yards in two games. That puts him No. 
3 nationally in rushing per game (174.0 
yards), and that's not counting two other 
impressive numbers: 8.09 yards per 
carry and six touchdowns already. 

Oh, and did we mention that Getz is 
only 5-foot-7 and 175 pounds? 

Air Force has to spread the burden 
more in games ahead, but that should 
happen naturally as defenses key on 
Getz. That'll open the way for Dietz, an 
aggressive option operator, to run more 
than he has so far, and he's obviously 
throwing with accuracy as well. We also 
haven't even mentioned the fullbacks, 
who surely will become more involved. 

If there's a problem on offense, it's 
the fact that Dietz's backup, promising 
soph Kale Pearson, needs more playing 
time. Dietz had to come out for one play 
at Michigan after being dinged, and Pearson simply was asked to make a handoff. 
The sooner he's able to give Dietz more relief when needed, the better. 

As for the defense, Means can't make every play, but he's trying. Obviously the 
Falcons couldn't match up against Michigan's all- everything quarterback Denard 
Robinson, whose two long touchdown runs were the difference. But it's safe to 
say Air Force won't see any quarterbacks like that again. And the front line and 
secondary, despite having newcomers to starting duty, held up remarkably well. 

There was one strange occurrence at Michigan. Head coach Troy Calhoun, 
after the game, spoke only briefly on the AFA radio network — then wouldn't talk 
to media. He also didn't allow media access to any players. That seemed strange, 
because there was no apparent controversy or media-related problem. The officiat- 
ing seemed fine, with a Mountain West crew led by referee Greg Burks (who hap- 
pens to be a Colorado Springs resident) working the game. 

Calhoun e-mailed Monday to say the decision was based on players wanting to 
visit, even briefly, with their families before hurrying to the airport, then spending 
time (on the plane home) with instructors before major upcoming exams. "It's the 
continuing task of trying to find some balance for these guys," Calhoun says. Air 
Force often has taken some faculty on road trips to provide tutoring for players. 

Air Force has this week off, fortunate for the academic side as well. With that 
break, the Falcons should be able to come back ready for a stretch of games that 
they can win and build fresh momentum: at Nevada-Las Vegas, Colorado State at 
home, Navy at home, at Wyoming, and New Mexico at home. 
Stay tuned. This AFA team will be fun to watch.
